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Considerable interest is being sh¬ 
own regarding the new type of work 
being done in the Physical Education 
courses now being offered in Calgary 
schools. In order that a better ap¬ 
preciation of this new departure in 
P. E. may be achieved the following 
references are submitted. 

The newer type of exercises more 
properly known as gymnastics are ba¬ 
sed upon the findings of Scandinav¬ 
ian experts. All the movements are v 
irythmic and have a close association, 
jwith music. The purpose of the gym¬ 
nastics is to promote health, stren¬ 
gth, flexibility and agility. Out of 
;this naturally grows a finer mental, 

: physical and moral tone, in short a 
happier individual as well as a heal¬ 
thier individual is created. The en¬ 
thusiasm of the groups doing the work 
speaks for itself in this regard. 

The gymnastic exercise or "funda¬ 
mentals" are so arranged as to dupli¬ 
cate the movements of everyday life 
as nearly as possible. Every part of 
the body is called into play as one 
set of muscles after another is bro¬ 
ught into activity. There is nothing 
stiff or restrained, nor is the work 
strenuous. The effect may be descri¬ 
bed as "pleasantly exhilarating.
